twenty yoars behind the age. If all of “Rips" proto-
typos could leave soclety as he did, and alumber
under a spoll of enchantment amid the Kaatskills or
Alloghenies, or any other monntalns where they
would be out of harm's way,the wheels of clvilization
would not remain ungreased so long &3 they do
romotimens, and fogylam insome of out mokt respect-
able institutiona of sclence, art, and literaturajwonid
no longer command n premium of ono hundred per
oent,, but it would soon sink down &0 far below par
vadue that would cesse to be quoted in the market,

This, however, has nothing particular to do with
Mr. Jefferson's personintion of “Rip Van Winkle,"
which {8 the same humorons, pathetio, and highly-
wronght effort of genfus that It was three yoars
ago, when it was first revesled Lo our piaygooers, Mr,
Jefforson has played the part so often that it has
become almost & second nature to him, and he gives
towith the Onlshied case and grace thet come of long
practioe, but with no falling off in power and no
diminution of any of the finer lights and shades of
tho artistic plotare, such as slmost might be ex-
pected aftor 8o many repetitions,

The crowded house that greeted Mr, Jofferson last
évoning, and the heartiness of the applause, Inili-
cated that “Rip Van Winkle” has obtained s hold upon
the public taste which cannot easlly be shaken, snd
that his popularity I8 likely to continue for an in-
definite period. This s scknowledged on all sldes
10 bg one of the great dramatio trinmphs of our day;
it will be talked about Afty years hence as one of the
good things such as only are bestowed upon man-
kind in *the happy days when we were yonng," and
it is one of Lthose performances that no lover of Jdru-
matic art can atfford to miss seeing,

Miss Susnn Galton as ““Yarguevite,”

Mins Susan Galton's benefl lnal evening at the
Theatre Comigue attracted & very large sudience.
The performance oconsisted of ome &ct of Floreft
and} three acts of Gounod's Facst, In which Miss
Gnlton had the valuable asslstance of Mesars, Castle
and Campbell, who appeared a8 “Faust" and "“Me-
phistophelea.” The production of such an opera as
Faust st this establishment has something of the
comie in it, and the attempt Is not to be recom-
mended for repetition, The want of scenle and
other applinnces, the limited stage.room, and other
deficioncles, would, under ordinary clronmstances,
be likely to bring such an afair to the verge of
faflure. Bonefits, however, are always exceptional
gooasions, when everything ls allowable, and when
the largest charity 18 evoked to cover the most
glaring artistic deficiencies.  As this was almost the
only opportunity Miss Galton could have to show
her ability to cope with a fArst-class we
are glad that she determined to  appear
last evening as “Marguerite.” Making all due allow.
ances for disconraging clroumstanoes, the persona-
tion was one that can be spoken of in high terms of
praise, The role 18 one that 18 very seldom given in
frst-rate style, and some of the best singers that have
ondertaken it have been unable to express all that
there i8 in it of innocence, passion, and terrible
despair. Miss Galton sang with much sweetness
and native grace, but much of the musle s o little
beyond the range of her vocal caltore, Her acting,
although she Iabored under great disndvantages lust
evening, was fall of fine fecling and real sentlinent,
and she appeared to have a better appreciation of
all the requirments of the role than almost any ar-
tist that has appesred in it of late; and we helleve
that with a little careful training, and under eiroom.
stances that would permit a full development of her
power she wouldl make one of the best “Marguerites
on the stagoe.

Migs Galton 18 a thorough artist in spirit; she
works hard for success, and we would be yvery glul
if she could appear with a thoroughly competent
support and under such circumstances as would
allow her to attempt in fArst-rute rolex and give her
powers full play,
